Grand Jury En is

Defendants in five cases have 
pleaded guilty and paid fines 
during the February term of 
Morgan circut court and only 
two jury trials—a civil suit—- 
have been tried by jury thus 
far. 

The grand jury completed its 
work Tuesday and adjourned, 
having returned 12 indictments 
—our for child desertion, 1 for 
shooting into a motor vehicle, 
one for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, one for utter 
ing a worthless check, one for 
disorderly conduct, one for ut¬ 
tering a worthless check, and 
one for obstructing a public 
road. 

Court was recessed Wednes¬ 
day morning until Friday morn¬ 
ing. The following cases have 
been disposed of after defen¬ 
dants pleaded guilty— 

Earl Ray Elam and Jimmie 
Anderson Howard, grand lar¬ 
ceny, amended to petit larceny, 
plea of guilty, fined $50 each. 

Gordon King, Lester Elam, 
Jimmie Elam, Donald Howard 
and Larkin Phipps, breaking 
into a public building (Cannei 
City School) and taking items 
from lunch room, amended to 
petit larceny, pleas of guilty, 
fined $50 each. 

Pearl Cornett, Jr., shooting 
into a motor vehicle, amended 
to flourishing a pistol, plea of 
guilty, fined $50. 

Russell Harper and Carson 
Perkins, wilful shooting at an¬ 
other, amended to flourshing 
pistol, pleas of guilty, fined $50 
each. 

Willard Howard, rape, amend¬ 
ed to carnal knowledge and 
disorderly conduct, plea of 
guilty, fined $1,000. 

In the single jury trial Earl 
Perkins pleaded guilty to house¬ 
breaking and was meted a sen¬ 
tence of two years by the jury. 

A jury heard the civil suit 
of Hager Ray and wife vs Del¬ 
bert Peyton for damages alleged¬ 
ly resulting from a traffic ac¬ 
cident in which Peyton filed a 
counter claim for damages, and 
found for Peyton in the sum of 
$400. 

The case of Elwood Whitt vs 
Oony Vance for damages result¬ 
ing from a traffic accident was

22.6 MILLION LBS. 
CO-OP GETS 26.1% 


Kentucky farmers sold a to¬ 
tal of 422.2 million pounds of 
hurley at an average of $69.75 
j a hundredweight, and the eight- 
state hurley belt sold a total 
of 607.8 million pounds at an 
average of $69.50. 

The price was down $4.13 a 
cwt. from last year’s record 
average, the Federal Marketing 
Service said, due majorly to 
lower quality offerings. 

Of the 607.8 million pounds 
offered, 26.1 per cent was ac¬ 
cepted by the co-op at support 
prices, the largest take since 
1954. 

Volume from the eight-state 
hurley belt was up 22.6 million 
pounds above last year's total. 
Subsequently, the Department 
of Agriculture ordered a 10% 
cut in base acres for the 1970 
crop.

ln 1968, Kentucky had more Wm. Holbrook, D.V.M 
confirmed cases of rabies than 
any other state. 

Since I came to Morgan Co¬ 
unty in 1963, this county has 
had' 18 laboratory-confirmed 
cases of rabies, mostly in dogs 
and foxes. 

Many people have told me 
that all eases sent to the labora- 
toiy for testing for rabies will 
come back positive. This de¬ 
finitely is not true. The 18 con 
firmed cases of rabies were 
from 76 animals sent to be 
checked. 

These 18 cases, however, are 
not indicative of the whole pic¬ 
ture. Many cases have not been 
sent to the laboratory. In one 
instance, seven foxes were cifli 
er killed or found dead around 
one farm, but only one was sent 
in for confirmation. It was ra¬ 
bid. In other cases of apparent 
rabies, no one was exposed to 
the animal, so the animals were 
simply disposed of. 

Another misleading thought 
is that dogs are the only ani¬ 
mals to be concerned about. 

This was proved to be false 
when a cat in this county ‘went 
mad' last year and attacked its 
owners, causing them to have 
to take the rabies shots 



LOUISVIIXE, KY. — Appro¬ 
ximately 24,000 of Kentucky's 
32.000 public school teachers 
walked off the job Monday in 
response to a state-wide work 
stoppage called last week by 
the Kentucky Education Asso 
ciation. 

KEA officials said Tuesday 
that schools in 121 of the state's 
193 school districts are closed 

Thc walkout decision was 
made by the KEA's delegate as¬ 
sembly, acting on a resolution 
by the KEA Board of Directors. 

The KF.A indicated the walk¬ 
out would run indefinitely and 
said it would attempt to enlist 
support from the public. 

The teachers are asking for 
a 6 per cent increase that 
would mean a $600 boost in 
base pay during the biennium. 
They have been offered $300 in 
the budget passed by the legis¬ 
lature and sent to Gov. Louie 
B. Nunn. 

Nunn set aside no money for 
teacher pay in his budget rec- 
omuendation but gave the leg¬ 
islature $18 million to use as 
it saw fit 

The KEA with its 32,000 
members also wants a profes¬ 
sional negotiation law and re¬ 
moval of the ceiling on property 
tax rates. 

During Wednesday nights 
session representatives of the 
National Elducation Association 
pledged their support and said 
financial help would be avail¬ 
able to teachers. 

The delegates approved the 
work stoppage resolution by a 
show' of hands which produced 
the necessary two-thirds major¬ 
ity. 

The assembly also agreed to 
suspend all athletic events or 
practice for these events until 
teachers return to the class¬ 
rooms. 

Another resolution, carried 
i overwhelmingly, invited the ed¬ 
ucators in Kentucky’s colleges 
and universities to join in the 

1 stoppage to symbolize a unified 
profession. 

Also carried without protesl 
I was a resolution calling on the 
association to ask the National 
I Education Association to applv 
sanctions against Kentucky, if 
this happened. NEA would rec- 
i emmend that out-of-state teach¬ 
ers not seek employment in the 
> commonwealth. 

The teachers walked out for 
one day in 1962 and won an ad 
! ditionai $24 million in salary 
increases. Their starting pay 
! npw is $5,000. and they average 
I slightly more than $6,000. 

The decision to ban sports 
raises some question about dis¬ 
trict basketball tournaments 
which are slated to start March 

2 and end five days later. A 
prolonged strike could affect 
the regional tournaments March 
il l4 and the state tournament 
March 18-21. 

1 here has been some question 
raised as to whether teachers 
would walk out in view of a 
state law prohibiting strikes b> 
state employes. The attorney 
general has indicated that he 
would issue an opinion on this 
later, if requested.

With the whisky tak and the 
reallocations in Nunn’s budget, 
the Legislature came up with 
$16.6 million to give public

Nunn signed two other ele¬ 
ments in the legislative budget 
tax package, both of which he 
endorsed prior to the 1970 ses¬ 
sion.

—Senate Bill 4, removing the 
five per cent sales tax from pre¬ 
scription medicine and certain 
medical aids such as hearing 
aids and wheel chairs.

INJUNCTION SOUGHT 

PADUCAH, KY. — Paducah 
and McCracken county boards 
ot education filed suit in cir¬ 
cuit court the same day 
teachers walked out and ask¬ 
ed for a temporary injunction 
tu end the strike. 

Last week Dr. J. M. Dodson, 
executive secretary of KEA, 
warned that school boards 
would be taken to federal 
court if they sought injunc¬ 
tions against teachers, claim¬ 
ing that the Supreme Court 
had ruled such injunction 
action unconstitutional. 

The suit contends that if 
schools are closed more than 
21 days all students in high 
school will lose credits.

MINIMUM WAGES 
TO $1.30 HOUR 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — A 
House committee reported out 
favorably last week a bill to 
raise the minimum wage in 
Kentucky to $1.30 an hour. 

Exempt from coverage, as 
the bill was reported out of 
the House Labor and Industry 
Committee, would be farm 
and domestic workers and 
those whose compensation in¬ 
cluded tips. 

Paul Luerson, president of 
the Kentucky Hotel and Motel 
Association, urged against the 
bill by saying he doubted 
small "mom and pop” opera¬ 
tions could afford the higher 
wage. The present minimum 
wage in Kentucky is 65 cents 
an hour.
